The Board of Education of 
"Grass Lake School, Dist. 30, has 
decided to postpone the running 
of a referendum previously 
scheduled for November 17. The 
action came in a special 
meeting, Thursday, November 
1. 

The referendum was to have 
called for tax rate increases of 
21 cents* per $100 of assessed 
valuation in the Education Fund 
and 10 cents per $100 in the 
Building Operation and Mainte- 
nance Fund. 

Superintendent William Hart 
said that the Board's decision 
came largely as the result of the ' 
publication of new assessment 
figures for Antioch Township 
The new assessment figures are 
! generally in the neighborhood of 
10 percent higher than the 
"equalized value" (assessed 



value multiplied by the State 
multiplier) shown on last year's 
tax hills. 

"Any additional tax increase 
poses a real burden on property 
owners, especially if it all 
comes at once," Hart said. 
"That was the Board's major 
consideration." 

The action does not mean that 
Grass Lake School does not 
need the money it was going to 
ask for, according to Hart. The 
budget for the current school 
year shows a deficit totalling 
about $05,000. The 31 cent 
increase contained in the 
referendum request would have 
raised about $25,000 in addition- 
al revenue toward reducing that 
deficit. Hart estimated that the 
new, higher assessments might 
yield only about $10,000 of new 
revenue. "This is really a 



minimal amount compared to 
our total budget - needs," he 
said. 

Nor did the Board fully rule 
out the possibility of a 
referendum at some future 
date. Hart stated that after the 
full effect of the reassessment is 
known, consideration will be 
given to the exact needs of the 
school and appropriate action 
will be taken. He added that it 
was highly doubtful . that any 
decision would be made before 
the end of the- year.

The Board of Education of 
Grass Lake School, Dist, .10, has 
decided to postpone the running 
of a referendum previously 
scheduled for November 17. The 
action came in a special 
meeting, Thursday, November 

1- 

The referendum was to have 
called for tax rate increases of 
21 cents< per $100 of assessed 
valuation in the Education Fund 
and 10 cents per $100 in the 
Building Operation and Mainte- 
nance Fund. 

Superintendent William Hart 
said that the Board's decision 
came largely as the result of the 
publication of new assessment 
figures for Antioch Township 
The new assessment figures are 
generally in the neighborhood of 
, 10 percent higher, than the 
"equalized value" (assessed 



value multiplied by the State 
multiplier) shown on last year's 
tax bills. 

"Any additional tax increase 
poses a real burden On property 
owners, especially if it all 
comes at once," Hart said. 
"That was the Board's major 
consideration."' i 

The action docs not mean that 
Grass Lake School does not 
need the money' It was going to 
ask for, according to Hart. The 
budget for the current school, 
year shows a deficit totalling 
about $65,000. The :il . cent 
increase contained in the 
referendum request would have 
raised about $25,000 in addition- 
al revenue toward reducing that 
deficit. Hart estimated that the 
new, higher assessments might 
yield only about $10,000 of new 
revenue. "This is really a 



minimal amount compared to 
our total budget - needs," he" 
said. 

Nor did the Board fully rule 
out the possibility of a 
referendum at some future 
date. Hart stated that after the 
full effect of the reassessment is 
known, consideration will be 
given to the exact needs of the 
school and appropriate action 
will be taken. He added that it 
was highly doubtful that any 
decision would be made before 
the end of the year 

"This still only postpones the 
problem," was. Hart's assess-, 
ment of the situation now. "Rut 
it was a difficult decision (for 
the Board)," he added, "weigh- 
ing the needs of the school 
against the tax burden on 
property owners."

Two students die in accident 



George Davis, High vie w 
Drive, and Ronald Miller, Silver 
Lake Avenue, both of Antioch, 
were killed Friday morning, 
November 2, when the car in 
which they were riding ran off 
of Route 41, near Kelly Rd., and 
struck a tree. 

Coming out of a broad curve In 
the road, the vehicle, driven by 
Davis, slid sideways on the 
rain-slicked pavement "and ran 
off the west edge of the road. 
The sheriff's report indicates 
speed as a factor in the 
accident. ^" *^ m ' 

After leaving .the highway, 
the car continued for about 150 
feet, until it hit the tree. The car 
struck the tree about even with 
the door on the driver's side and 
wrapped around it. The occu- 
pants were pinned inside for 
approximately 45 . minutes,', 
according to times listed in the 
report. 

The victims' were removed 
from -the wreckage by the 
Antioch Rescue Squad and the 
Newport Fire Department, with 
the aid of a tow truck. They 
were taken to St. Therese 
Hospital, Waukegan, where 
they were pronounced dead on 
arrival.

Antioch area property owners face a double- 
barrelled tax shotgun, and they know it. One barrel ■ 
has already gone off; the other is cocked and ready' 
for fire. 

Property valuations in Lake County have been 
reassessed this year. In Antioch Township, the new- 
valuations are running about 7 to 10* percent higher 
than the figure on which last year's taxes were 
computed. 

Taxpayers know that if they are paying more 
taxes, then governmental units must be receiving 
more tax revenue.- - . . 

But there's that other barrel: the referendum. 
Two are scheduled for the near future. Voters in 
District 34 will be asked to increase their Education 
tax rate on December 1. County-wide, a new tax to 
construct an area vocational center Will come 
before the voters on December 8. 

This does not seem .the most opportune time to 
ask voters to increase their taxes; Property owners 
know that the new valuations. will give them a 
higher tax bill in the coming year. They are unlikely 
to approve a further increase, figuring that the 
increased revenue from reassessment should be 
enough to satisfy the school boards for a while. 

The Grass Lake School Board has apparently 
learned this lesson. Last week they decided to 
cancel a referendum they had planned for 
November 17, rather than face its cost with almost 
assuredly negative ' results. The $10,000 or so that 
they will gain from reassessment is minimal 
compared to their needs,' but they had to face the 
facts. • h 

Certainly our schools are in a bind, being 
hard-pressed financially, yet having to seek relief 
from taxpayers who are themselves victims of the 
inflationary economy. 

But with more money coming in from 
reassessment, school boards must give serious 
consideration to just what their needs are. Property 
owners will be demanding strict justification for any 
tax rate increases requested of them. Referendum 
requests will have to be limited to amounts required 
to meet definite needs. Even then, they will face 
tough opposition from weary taxpayers. 

For the time being, educators may have to be 
satisfied with less than the ideal. .

INQUIRY 

More than 30 resolutions . 
calling • for impeachment or 
similar proceedings agamst 
President Richard Nixon have 
been referred to the House 
Judiciary Committee upon 
which this Member serves. The 
traditional jurisdiction of the 
House Judiciary Committee to 
initiate such proceedings is 
derived from Article I of the 
Constitution, and is supported 
by the precedents. 

When picked up from the 
English practice by framers of- 
the American Constitution, 
impeachment had fallen into 
virtual disuse in England and on 
the Continent. It was only after 
a search for some other means 
of removing federal officers 
that Delegates to the Constitu- 
tional Convention settled upon 
impeachment as an acceptable 
remedy. However, under Arti- 
cle II, a President or other civil ' 
officer may be removed from 
office only upon conviction of 
treason, bribery, or other high 
crimes or midseameanors. 

It should be borne in mind 
initially that impeachment 
consists of an indictment or 
charge which the House of 
Representatives alone may 
authorize. After an impeach- 
ment is voted by a majority of 
the U.S. House, a trial on 
impeachment may take place 
before the U.S. Senate. The. 
Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court presides in the case of 



impeachment charges invol- 
ving the President of the United 
States. A conviction on im- 
peachment requires a two- 
thirds vote of the Senators 
present. 

In the Administration of 
President , Thomas Jefferson, 
impeachments were initiated 
against several federal judges, 
including Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Samuel Chase, with, the 
thinly veiled purpose of destroy- 
ing the Supreme Court as an 
Institution capable of declaring 
"federal laws "unconstitu- 
tional.' 1 While Jefferson's at- 
tempt failed the nation under- 
went a traumatic experience 
during the lengthy trials of 
federal Judge John Pickering 
. and Associate Justice Samuel 
Chase of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. ,; 

Later, when Vice President 
Andrew Johnson succeeded to 
the Presidency following the 
assassination of Abraham Lin- 
coln, the nation experienced its 
only impeachment proceeding 
involving a United States 
President. Many of the charges 
against President Andrew 
Johnson ring a familiar note 
when compared with the 
language in the pending 
impeachment resolutions invol- 
ving President Nixon. Despite' 
President, Johnson's unpopu- 
larity and charges of multiple 
offenses' (such as the dismissal 
of his Secretary of State, and a 
refusal to execute laws passed 
by the Congress), he was 
vindicated in his impeachment 
trial in the U.S. Senate by the 
margin of a single vote. 

With the wide variety of 
charges leveled at President. 
Nixon, the one charge that 
would suggest an "impeachable 
offense" was his alleged 
defiance of an order of the U.S. 
District Court to produce 
presidential tapes and certain 
other documents and records. 
However, by complying with 
that order, the President 
eliminated the principal change 
against him. The result is that, 
the remaining allegations are of 
doubtful validity as "impeach- 
able offenses." 

It is claimed, for instance,. 
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Q. My husband is a 100 per- 
cent disabled veteran of World 
War II with a service connected 
disability. We are not allowed 
the $15,000 exemption on real 
estate taxes that some 100 per- 
cent disabled veterans receive.. 
Why does our state look at dis- 
abled veterans in different 
classes? -Mr. and Mrs. Robert A. 
Lingner, New Douglas. 

A. Real property up to the 
assessed value "of $15,000 is 
• exempt if a disabled veteran (or 
his dependents) has acquired a 
home in connection with his dis- 
ability. This means the federal 
government will pay for con- 
struction of the home, if it is 
built to specifications. 

' As yout husband did' not 
receive this federal grant, I'm 
afraid you do not qualify for 
this exemption. The state does 
not have power to override this 
action; 
. .But new laws may -benefit 



you and I. hope a bill which is 
currently in the Illinois House of 
Representatives-if passcd-may 
help relieve you from the burden 
of real estate taxes. House' Bill 
297 exempts property owned 
and occupied as the sole resi- 
dence of a person who is totally 
or permanently disabled. 

I have requested that Wayne 
Hilgeford, the Veterans Com- 
mission southern district super- 
visor, contact you to answer 
further questions. 

Meanwhile, I might also sug- 
gest that you inquire into 



thaL,the. Presidents impound: _. 
ment of funds appropriated by 
the Congress and his vetoes of 
various legislative measures 
should now subject him to 
impeachment and removal 
from office. Some critics, 
indeed, contend that the 
President's current unpopu- 
larity at the polls provides 
additional justification for im- 
peachment. However r iHs quite 
apparent that the extraordinary 
remedy of impeachment was 
never intended. to cover such 
purely "political" - charges. 
Furthermore, it would seem to 
violate our basic Constitutional 
principle of separation ' of 
powers , for the Democratic 
majority' in the House and 
Senate to exploit its political 
advantage in a manner so 
detrimental to the institution of 
the Presidency. 

While the House Judiciary 
Committee has initiated an 
impeachment "inquiry," it is 
to be hoped that it will be 
confined to a determination as 
to which allegations, if any, 
charge ~ impeachable offenses 
upon which a later committee 



hearing might be based.

Any person . who < is not a 
known diabetic need only to call 
the nearest participating hospi- 
tal to arrange an appointment. 
All appointments must be made 
prior to November. 11. 

Diabetes mellitus is a major 
health problem in the United 
States. One out of 20 people has 
diabetes or will develop it 
during his lifetime. Over 100,000 
Chicago area residents have 
diabetes but 70,000 do not know 
they do.. 

Diabetes develops when the 
body cannot make use of certain 
foods, especially sugars and 
starches (carbohydrates). The 
most common symtoms 'are 
excessive thirst, frequent urina- 
tion, constant hunger, loss of 
weight, itching, tendency to tire 



easily, changes in vision and 
slow healing of cuts and, 
scratches. But some people 
have diabetes with none of these 
symptoms. 

Anyone may become. diabetic 
but the condition is found more 
often in four groups of people: 
(1) People with diabetic 
.relative (2) People over -40 (3) 
Women, more often than men, 
and (4) VPeople who -are 
overweight, j 

Diabetes can take lives if it is 
not properly controlled. It is the 
leading cause of blindness. 
Heart attacks are 2M- times 
more frequent in diabetics than 
in non-diabetics of the same 
age. Diabetes may contribute 
either directly or indirectly as 
the major cause of cardiovas- 
cular disease of all types. 

Diabetes Detection Week in 
this area is coordinated by the 
Diabetes Association of Greater 
Chicago, 620 N. Michigan 
Avenue, a voluntary health 
organization.

"Land of the 
Calm"

The Koreans were delightful. 

Sffice there have been very few 
passenger ships visiting Pusan, 

, the local people were obviously 
puzzled, shocked and very 
curious concerning our pre- 
sence there. . Arid they weren't 
very tactful about it! They 
followed us t and many parents 
brought their children to look at 
us. Communication was practi- 
cally impossible since the 
average Korean speaks no 
English. We were spectacles. 
They pointed at us, smiled, and. 
stroked our hair. One woman 
pulled me in her small shop and 
started dancing with me! 

The government control in 
Korea is very obvious and a bit 

. frightening to many of us. There 
are many restrictions made on ' 
the people; although they don't 
seem to be unhappy with the 
situation they're in. It's often 
hard for Americans to under- 
stand, since most of us have 
never had such struggles and 
survival problems to solve. 

Long hair on men and short 
skirts on women are definitely 
out. If either of them are found, 
the person will tie arrested. Of 
course, they were quite lenient 
•on us. Many townspeople 
pointed at our skirts, frowning 
and warning us to beware of the 
police. Any Korean found 
smoking American cigarettes is 
fined $25 since the .. cigarette 
business in Korea is govern- 
ment controlled. The curfew for 
EVERYONE is between mid- 
night and 4:00 a.m. Absolutely 
no one is allowed out of their 
homes during this time. If 
found,, they would be put in jail. 
Around the harbor area, there 
were high fences with rolled 
barbed wire along the top. This 
was an atmosphere I'd never 
been exposed to and I was 
constantly aware of every 
action I made, wondering if it 
was acceptable or not. . 

We had a bit of trouble when 
we arrived. Our daily news- 
paper, the HELM, got into an 
officials hands and he was very 
disturbed with the articles 
students had written about 
Korea. Our Dean had to go to 
the CIA and clear us and 
explain things. Apparently he 
made them understand, but the 
freedom of the press that we 
practice is inconceivable to 
them, especially when their 
country is concerned. 
South Korea 

South Korea is predominantly 
agricultural but has been 
making good progress during 
the past few * years with its 
program of industrialization. 
Production is increasing annu- 
ally ' in such industries as 
ship-building, coal mining, 
fertilizers, cement, petroleum, 
glass, and textiles. The culture 
of Korea is distinct and quite 
different than any I've had the 
opportunity to explore. Every- 

5 thing that I saw and did was not 
pleasant. In fact, much of it was 
not. But I feel a lot closer to 
understanding and realizing 
problems of different societies 
in the world. I don't want to see 
just the city lights and beautiful 

"scenery. I am not willing to 



scratch the surface and see the 
superficial aspects of a country. 
Our visit was short and 
consequently limited us to what 
we could leartf about Korea. But 
it was truly an academic 
.experience for me. One that I'm 
sure I'll never forget. 



In what' may have been 
practically the last zoning 
action in the Village of Antioch 
for half a year, the Village 
Board Monday night granted a 
variance, denied a re-zoning, 
and acknowledged a conti- 
nuance.

Both 
the Planning Commission and 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
recommended denial; Reasons 
given were the poor location of

in the area. A petition from the 
Antioch Hills Property Owners 
Association opposing the re- 
zoning also had been submitted. 
At a public hearing November 
1st on a request from Harold C. 
and Alice Young, 701 Main St., 
the petitioners were granted a 
contiuance. The Village Board 
was informed of this Monday 
night and took no action on' the 
matter. The Youngs have been 
seeking multiple family zoning 
for their lot and the property 
which they own behind it, 
extending from the Village park, 
north to Charles Court.

County Board and us depart- 
ment heads and or. elected 
officials. After authorizing an 
elaborate, state-directed pro- 
' gram to categorize all county 
employees-after an in depth 
study of salary scales-after 
persuading all who would listen 
that the new personnel study 
and. code' was going to drag 
Lake County fighting and biting 
into the 20th century-after all, 
The Finance Committee has 
given a take-it-or-leave it 
ultimatum which will permit us 
to give our employees only a 4 - 
percent salary increase at the 
end of this fiscal year. 

The problem is obviously not . 
as simple as Scrooge vs Good 
King Wenceslaus. Just the same 
o the idea of offering a 4 percent 
-increase (that's- 4 percent 
spread over my entire staff of 
26) at the end of a year during 
which the cost of living has 
risen between 8 and 10 percent 
does seem at- least chinchy, and 
maybe insulting. 

"Ahjhere, Mrs. Stern," the 
Finance .* ^Committee would 
respond ifjhey had the floor, 
"Surely you of all people would 
not suggest that deficit finan- 
cing is an appropriate way for 
us to be projecting our budget." 
And of course I would not. But 
Gee Vfhiz-r- 

. The problem has a number of 
unfair dimensions, one of which 
is that the Law protects some of 
us who are elected rather than 
appointed, from minute/ penny- 
by-penny approvals of the 
County Board. The County 
Clerk is one of these. That legal 
protection permits me to spend 
my total budget, as approved by 
the County Board/in any way I 
wish. Only the total requires 
their specific approval and 
after that they can neither 
thwart nor forbid. For the hired 
rather than elected, however, 
the County Board is always 
there, approving or not approv- 
ing every expenditure. The 
difference is more fancied than 
real, though,' because we 
. protected big-cheeses prefer to 
keep our committees happy 
with us. Outright defiance 
though not ruled out in this 
instance, is not a comfortable 
posture. 

The real question gets to be 
whether we have any choice. 
One of the elected officials' 
budgeting deputies has been 
thrashing about looking for a 
basis on which to sue. "Would 
Jack Hoogasian represent us in 
the suit against the Board?" I 
asked. "Or must he defend the 
. Board against bur action?" 
Another niggling problem has 
turned out to be our office's 
open-on-Saturday policy. Be- 
cause our people work an extra 
3 hours e^ery other Saturday 
(we alternate the duty) the 
advanced calculus required to 
compute their standing in the 
new salary code was dazzling. 
In the last analysis they will be 



they'll insist on a dues check-off 
system like the one that the 
Finance Committee wouldn't let 
us have for donations to the 
United Way." 
This gave me some sour 



satisfaction because I have 
spent the past month squeezing, ' 
squeezing, blood from the 
County turnip. United Way will 
never wax sleek from donations 
of our employees-not because 
they're cheap, but because they 
can't resort to a ' payroll 
deduction plan. Out-of-pocket 
means a dollar or two right now 
whereas payroll deduction 
could mean a dollar from each 
check, or more appropriate 
annual donation of $26. Ah, but 
that's another story. 

Will the elected officials, all 
nine irritable, powerful, \ 
grumpy-titans in the seat of 
government— will they march, 
upon the Finance Committee 
and administer the drubbing 
that's deserved? Will they stand 
at the .battlement ,„for„ Jheir 
people-holding out for a lousey 
6 percent? Will they band 
together, putting aside tradi- 
tional rivalries and differences 
in political philosophy for the 
economic good of their own?

A MONTH IN 
KENOSHA COUNTY 

May we remind parents that 
an immunization clinic is held 
once a month on a Wednesday in 
' Kenosha County (ruralarea). 

The immunization clinic 
scheduled for November will be 
held At Salem Consolidated 
School (Primary Building) on 
November 14, 1973 from 1:30 to 
3:00 p.m. This is the second of 
three clinics scheduled. (The 
next clinic in this area* will be 
r-held on Jahuary-9,vl974. ) 

At this clinic children in 
grades 2 and 7. will receive a 
booster dose of Adult D.T. 
(diphtheria-tetanus) vaccine. 
Dr. Dorothy Conzelman, Pedia- 
trician and Medical Advisor to 
,the Kenosha County Nurses, 
recommended the routine ad- 
ministration of a booster of 
Adult D.T. in these grades. 

Children who are to receive 
the booster of Adult D.T. should 
not have received any vaccine 
one month prior to November 
14th; they cannot receive any 
vaccine for one month after 
November 14th. Children in 
good health are eligible only. 

Other vaccines which will be 
available at this Clinic are 
diphtheria-pertussis-tetanus 
(DPT); oral polio; red 
measles; German measles; red 
measles- and German measles 
combined; mumps. The last 
four vaccines listed are live 
virus vaccines and require only 
one dose by injection. 

DPT, DT, and oral polio are 
given as a basic series which 
require three doses. 

To be completely immunized 
for poliomyelitis a child should 
have had a basic series of three 
oral doses eight weeks apart' 
and two boosters (5 oral doses). 

The Kenosha County Nurses 
again wish to stress that 
children should be completely 
immunized before they begin 
school at 5 or 6 years of age. 
Please note the current immu- 
nization guide: Infant basic 
series by age: 3 months-No. 1 
DPT and No. 1 Oral Polio; 4V 2 
months-No. 2 DPT and No. 2 
Oral Polio ; 6 months-No. 3 DPT 
and No. 3 Oral Polio; 9 
months-Tuberculin Skin Test; 
12 months (1 year) --Red 
Measles and German Measles 
Combined; 15 months-Mumps; 
18 months-DPT and Oral Polio 
Booster; 24 months (2 years)-- 
Tuberculin Skin Test; 5 years 
(school entrance) -DPT and 
Oral Polio Boosters; Yearly- 
Tuberculin Skin Test; Boosters 
after age of 6 years-DT Adult 
Type at 6 year intervals.
